PRESCRIPTIONS FOR PEACE 
Recently two brilliant and distinguished 
men. Prof. Albert Elnateln and former Su- 
preme Court Justice Owen J. Roberta, ottered 
sub.stantlal!y the samo prescription for end- 
ing war. Both led that world peace is not 
possible without a world government of ^omo 
sort, rather than an association of sovereign 
states auch as the United Nations organiza- 
tion. 

The world government Idea Is not new, 
but It iB still staggeringly revolutionary. Its 
mechanics always have been vague, perhaps 
becBUso any such proposal always ran Into 
violent and crippling opposition. 

Throughout history "sovereignty" has been 
a Jealously cherished and frequently fought- 
over possession. And there was good reason 
why It should be. since lis loss meant Ita 
transfer to some other power. Yet this coun- 
try and other members of the United Na- 
tions organization consciously and cheerfully 
gave up a smali portion ot Individual sover- 
eignty and pooled It in a central authority 
which promised greater security than seemed 
Individually possible. 

Perhaps further sacrifices of sovereignty 
would make for sounder guarantees of peace. 
No ono can know until a scheme of world 
Bovermnent la tried. And that day is far 
awny. If indeed It ever comes. No one can 
know now what fonii a world government 
would toke, or what sort ot compromises of 
racial and religious differences would be 
necc&saty. Maybe no ono now on earth ever 
WlIL 

But at least It Is safe to say that the con- 
cept of sovereignty and nationalism has pre- 
cipitated a good many wars. The contraction 
of arbitrary boundary lines by the Versailles 
treaty and their expansion by Japanese ag- 
gression had much to do with mankind's lat- 
est and most terrible war. 

It Is probably too optlhilstlc to believe that 
the abolition of state sovereignty and estab- 
llflhment of a world government would Im- 
mediately banish all the causes of war. Racial 
prldo an dprejudice would probably sttll re- 
main, along with greed and stupidity and 
ancient grievances. 

But when two men as eminent as Justice 
Roberts and Professor Einstein arrive separ- 
ately at about the sama solution for the 
world's lllB, It may be time for the world's 
practical politicians at lea.st to clear their 
minds of preconceptions and give these sug- 
gestions some serious thought. Heaven knows 
the millennium won't approach any nearer 
until men come to spend as much Mtnc and 
mental effort on the problems of living to- 
gether In peace as they have on devl.^lng more 
refined and elaborate methods of killing one 
another.

NEW FARMERS 

The National Planning association says 
there aren't half enough farms In this coun- 
try to satisfy the people who are going to 
want them. Maybe some kind and expert ad- 
vice, plus a few practical demonstrations, to 
prospective new farmers might help solve 
the problem. 

First there should be removed from the 
vocabulary of the clty-bom that slightly con- 
temptuous and wholly misinformed phrase 
"Just a farmer." They should be given to un- 
derstand that a man who works the land 
Isn't Just someone who couldn't make a living 
In the city. 

They should get some Idea of the lifetime 
of stored-up wisdom and the hours of unre- 
mitting toll that go to make up a good farm- 
er. They should see him fighting, with one 
brain and one pair of hands, the unpredict- 
able and uncontrollable forces of nature. And 
they should know of the foresight and re- 
adjustment of plan that occasionally salvages 
something out of an apparently hopeless sit- 
uation. 

They should be aware of the ruinous dis- 
appointment that so often vIslU even the 
smartest and hardest working tliler of the 
sou. They should see what dlsen^e can do to 
a crop, and the effect of too much rain, hall, 
frost, drought and wind on growing things. 

And then, if they atlU want to try it, they 
should receive a blessing and a chance to buy 
a farm. There probably would be enough to 
go round.
